ME MAN CAUGHT. 


A Member of The Merchants' Trade 


Exchange Arrested at Taunton. 


A few weeks ago W. H. Carroll and C. 


H. Woodward came to thia city and 
opened what they called a merchants' 
trade exchange in the Hoosao savings 
batik building, 
They advertised to do a 


mercantile agency business and to collect, 
bills for their clients. They were to keep 
their clients informed about all tho "dead 
beats" and for this purpose were to issue 
weekly bulletins with lists of people from 
whom they had been unable to collect 
anything on nast duo accounts. Several 
of these bulletins were issued. 


The firm got some business and finally 


hired Richard Lampc as Look-keeper at a 
salary of $18 a week, and Adolph Jobin 
was engaged at ?15 a week as collector. 
These men were required to deposit |50 
each as a Euaranty of faithfulness. A few 
days later Woodward left the city and 
Carroll also disappeared a day or two 
after Woodward had gone. The book- 
keeper and collector respected that some- 
thing was wrong and on Saturday they at- 
tached the office outfit, which is worth 
about $10, and notified the police. 


Chief Kendall sent telegrams in various 


directions and Carroll was arrested at 
Taunton, from which city he will be 
brought here tonight by Chief Kendall, 
who went to Westboro Sunday to take 
Alfred Dclmaso to the JLyman school for 
boys. 


It is said the firm contracted a number 


of bills in the city which were left unpaid. 
As tho matter stands now it has a crooked, 
look, but until Mr. Carroll has had a 
chance ro explain and settle it would be 
unfair to pass judgment on the case.

THOUSANDS MARCHING. 


The Situation in the Mining Region 


Near Pittsburg Grows Seri= 


ous. 
No 


Pitlsburg, Pa., Aug. 2.—Affairs in the 


mining situation today are verv seriout 
and the chances of an outbreak of vio- 
lence possible at any time. 


The battle of the striking miners to in- 


duce De Armilt's men to come out was 
waged last night and the early inorni ig 
today with apparently no further gains 
over last week. 


The marchers at 9 o'clock tin's morning 


jn the vicinity of tbe Turtle Creek mina 
numbered 1,500. If reports received by 
the leaders are true, and there is no rea- 


. soil to doubt them there will be 3,500 men 
on the ground by 2 o'clock this afternoon 
to try to shame De ArmitL's men to come 
out. 


Other bodies of men are arriving every 


few minutes ivitn brass bauds and en- 


thiuiasm. This means a long fight it tho 
leaders are able to continue the good 
order amo1 g the men. So far during the 
marching not a striker has shown any sign 
of the use of liquor. 


While the ranks of the strikers at Tur- 


tle Creek were being augmented, parties 
of marchers were in the field to induce 
the miners not to go to work. President 
Dolan who was arrested early this morn- 
ing on the charge of riot and unlawful as- 
semblage, gave bail for h s appearance on 
Wednesday and again joined the strikers. 


Speaking of his arrest, Mr. Dolan com- 


mented bitterly on the action of Superin- 
tendent DeArmitt. He accused tbe oper- 
ators of trying to incite riot by causing an 
arreat at such a place. He claims lie was 
not disturbing any one and that his arrest 
will help the cause of the strikers.

repi-rts of improving business, a confident 
feeling and a desire to get to work. 
Dun's financial review of the week past 
say.-, that dispatches from almost every 
northern city of fmportance, report with- 
out exception improvement in business, 
and from Detroit to Seattle and Portland, 
splendid crop prospects. The stock mar- 
ket \vas expected to drop off with realiz- 
ing after the tariff bill passed, but it 
ad% unccd. The wheat market seemed to 
have met a reaction, but has beon moving 
upward as rapidly as before. Money 
markets bave been made more confident 
by declarations of the president and Sec- 
ret try Gage. The task of adjusting the 
business and industries of tbe country to 
conditions created by a new law has pro- 
grc.-sed witb gratifying rapidity and ease. 
Evi-n the increasing strength of striking 
con 1 miners probably forwards the adop- 
tion of tbe uniformity plan, which prom- 
ise^ to remove most of the causes of such 
struggles. Some confusion is caused by 
events seemingly contradictory; by clos- 
ing of large cotton mills when many 
other works are starting, and by decline 
in .some prices when others are advancing, 
but the balance is unmistakably on tbe 
right, aide. 


Immense crops are reported throughout 


the West and the price of wheat ad- 
vanced 42 cents during the week. 


The industrial sky is partly over clouded 


by coal and iron difficulties, and by tbe 
closing of some large cotton mills. Hav- 
ing run for months far ahead of consnm- 
inj: demand, on cotton bought at com- 
paratively high prices, the mills see ahead 
a 1 irge crop and pheap cotton, and it is 
but a rational way to halt production, 
clear off accumulated stocks at the season 
when vacations are common, and begin 
the- new year on its own basis.

soniely and moderately to new tariff con- 
ditions, and while opening of light weights 
below about Jl in cost has met a very en- 
couraging demand, the advance in prices 
asked is not large. With very heavy 
stocks of free wool on hand, rranufactur- 
ers are able, and in the presence of large 
fctocks of foreign goods, are obliged to en- 
g!<Ke for the next season without advanc- 
in:; prices in proportion to the rise in 
•wool, and large contracts of that nature 
have already been made. 


1 )elaycd purchases of boots and shoes 


now crowd the works, and shipments in 
Ju'y, not 1,000 cases larger than last year, 
and not 6 per cent, less than in 1895, are 
larger than in any previous year. 


Failures for the week have been 236 in 


the United States against 281 last year, 
and 28 in Canada against 10 last year.

THE STORY OF A SPY: 


I How tho.>lto)HE Man's Death Was Proved 


Thirty-itfur Tears After Ho VVa» Shot. 
Hr^c is a short story that it has taken 


h^giory 36 ypars to write: 


At tlio beginning of the great civil war 


In 1801 tinmufil W. Keniiey, a Pennsyl- 
Tnninn by birth,-was engaged in business 
In Pulnsjii, Tenn. 
Ho owned a farm of 


SSI acres near that place, an<J lind $3,000 
worth of cotton stored there. 
Ho was a 


strong Union man, and the southerners 
burned liis cotton and made it imposfiible 
for him to lite among them. A mob at- 
tarkecl his house, and lie and his family, 
after hiding several dnys in the woods, 
made their way northward and went to 
their old home in Pennsylvania. 


In September, 186S, Kenncy joined the 


command of General James S. Nogley at 
Pittsburg, and entered active service as a 
spy. He went to Louisville, and thence 
entered the Confederate lines. He was rec- 
ognized and betrayed by one of his old 
Tennessee neighbors and was arrested by 
Bragg's forces at Lynchburg. 


From this point Samuel W. Kenney dis- 


appeared. His family knew that he had 
been captured and believed that ho had 
been executed, but proof ot tba* fact was 
•unobtainable. 
In 18R7 Mrs. Kennoy left 


Pennsylvania and removed to Dwight, 
Ills., where she ha% resided ever since. 
Two eons, now grown to sturdy manhood, 
live in this city—Alexander at 638 Mon- 
roe street and John at 3401 Pnrnell av- 
enue. 


Twenty years ago they msde an attempt 


to obtain a pension for their mother, but 
ffiiled, because the department records at 
Washington did not show that the mipoing 
spy o( 1802 had been regularly enlisted, 
and there was no proof of his death. Quite 
recently, howover, Congressman Woodmnn 
of fhis city found in the war department 
an unofticial roforence to the execution oi 
a northern spy named Kennpy at Tulln 
horna, Tenn., Fob. 13, 1S63. This proof 
was regarded as sufficient, and a pension 
hns just been granted to the aged widow 
In Dwight. 


Last week Alexander Kenwy and hia 


brother John went to Tennessee to discov- 
er, if possible, any further facts nlxnit the 
fate of tboir father. 
They visited Tnlla- 


horaa, and were most hospitably received 
by tho town officials. It was suggested by 
the mayor that an aged woman who hnd 
lived in the place ever since tho war might 
know something about the death of the 
northern spy, and she was visited. 


"There wero only four men killed in 


Ttillnboma during the war," she said pos- 
itively. "Three of them wero Confeder- 
ates, and they were burled in tho town 
cemetery. 
The other ono was a spy, who 


had been caught by Bragg's men. I saw 
them take him out of tho jail and put him 
into a wagon and saw him Fitting on a 
coffin. 
They drove away with him, and I 


heard thnf he had been hanged, but I 
don't know where." 


"Can you reraejnber tlie name of that 


spy?'' asked one of the Chicagonns. 


"Yes," she replied slowly; "hia name 


was Kenncy."" 


But this seemed to be as far as the search 


could be carried. There wero no town rec 
ords which would throw light upon the 
matter, and no additional facts could be 
learned. Returning to tho railway station, 
the two Chicagoaas fell into conversation 
with the railway agent, Archibald Smith, 
and incidentally mentioned their mission 
while waiting for a train. 


"Well, boys, I'm sorry for you," he said, 


"but I guess I can help yon some. I saw 
your father hanged. I was only 12 yenr? 
old then, and the sight was stamped upon 
my mind indelibly, for I was scared near- 
ly to death. 
Besides, the body was Iniried 


on my father's farm, and for many years 
after I used to shudder and run as fast as 
I could whenever I had to pass tbe spot." 


The trio, led by the southerner, quickly 


passed through the littlo town, and just 
outside tho suburbs, on the northwestern 
eide, a halt was made. 


"They handed your father to that syca- 


more tree there by the spring," said the 
guide. 
"His body was buried about hall 


way up that hill over there, and the grave 
wasn't marked. You'll never find It now." 


But the two Chicagoans went over ev 


ery foot of the hillside. A recent freshet 
had washed away part of the bank and un- 
dermined tlio hill so that part of tho ragged 
edge gave way beneath the feet of Alex 
under Kenney, and ho BOW protruding from 
tho bank the two lower leg bones of a 
skeleton. 
The spy who disappeared 34 


years ago had been found. 


Tbe remains were brought to Chicago 


and interred in the family lot in Dwight. 
—Chicago Times-Herald.

England is the Hartford (Mo.) Custard 
Pie association. Ils very nnme !s Bt< sug- 
gestive as to excite cnrinsifcy pnuccming its 
origin, its history p.nd what Is done at its 
timiiiiil meeting"). Tlio asroolarion started 
in rather a commonplace manner. Olio 
eold winter morning In 1860 William B, 
Cnditnnn and Cbnrlcs Irish) neighboring 
farmers of the town, m<jt aftor some pre- 
liminary b;>n1te-ring, during which each, 
claimed to ba ablo to eat the most custard 
pie, and appointed tho following fast day 
for n custard plo ontlng contest, tlicir 
wives to bo cooks nnd judges. 


At the stated time they met with their 


wives nnd two huge custard pies nt T.Ir. 
Irish's snplunine, m bia maple orchard, 
und Mr. Cushman, who had spent tho 
forenoon in walking o\ c>r the great hills as 
a/sort of training 1'or tho occasion, proved 
tlio better pie eater. 
Tiio Most fast day 


several other farmers of tho neighborhood, 
with their families, joined thorn, and the 
meeting was changed from a pio eating 
contest; to a soeinl gathering. 
After this 


tlioy met each fast day, and tho story of 
their good times spread until almost all 
the farmers, with their families, for miles 
in every direction joined tho association. 


The last mooting o{ this prosperous as- 


sociation was held at tlio residence of Wil- 
liam B. Cushmnn. 
About 50 persons at- 


tended, each bringing " h'ige custard pie 
baked in a two gallon mill: can. During 
tho forenoon, svhilo tho women were pre- 
paring tho dinner, tlio iiirn passed tha 
timo rolling ninepins, pitching liorsesiioes, 
playing cards und in otncr rural amuse- 
ments. 


When dinner WHS announced, a sccno 


was presented such as never was seen oHc- 
whero in New England ami probably never 
in the world. 
Tbe long tables extending 


along the spacloui rooms were loaded vrith 
the great two gallon custard pies, m.ido 
of freshly laid eggs rich new milk mid 
cream, sweetened with stioh fresh rnaplo 
sugar ns city lips seldom taste, baked as 
only country housewives can bake whon 
they make the effort of their lives, slightly 
browned on top and sprinkled with fra- 
grant nutmeg. 
When this unrivaled deli- 


cacy was washed down with simmered 
maple sap or country cider, sparkling with 
tho suiisMno the apples had stored the 
previous fiuininor, it S'jcraed tho nearest 
approach to tho fabled nectar of the godu 
that humnn ckill had ever attained. 
Toasts were proposed and happy responses 
made. 


After dinner tho men ognin rolled nine- 


pins, pitched horseshoes and engaged in 
other pastimes while the women cleared 
the tables and prepared tho rooms. 
Then 


fiddlers appeared, nnd the party passed tho 
evening in tho morry whirl of country 
dances.—Boston Humid. 


The Seed Record Broltcn. 


Over 20,000,000 packages of vegetable, 


flower and field sends ha%c been distributed 
by tho department of agriculture during 
the past sprint?. 
This distribution has 


given to each momber of congress 40,000 
packages of seedstita total cost of 3130,000, 
Over l,OdO,QOO of these packapnq wcro 
floT,vor seeds and nearly 300,000 field seod«, 
tlio balance heing i\ great variety of vege- 
tables. In the entire distribution nearly 
every variety of vegetable known to tho 
agriculturists 
was Jistributul. 
Thero 


were as varieties of beans, 10 varieties of 
beets, 23'varieties of cabbage, 11 varieties 
of carrots, 10 varieties of sweet corn, IS 
lijnds of encumbers, .30 kinds of lettuco, 
10 varieties of inuskmelons, 17 kinds of 
watermelons nnd 15 varieties of onions. 
The entiro amount of seeds distributed 
was sufficient to plant an area of 355 
square miles, or about sis fcimeg the size 
of the District of Columbia. 


This is the largest distribution of seeds 


ever attempted by the department of agri- 
culture, and it is said that seedsmen till 
over the country are complaining that 
they tic not make sales to fanners and 
others because they are getting all tlio secOi 
they want free from tho department of 
agriculture. 


Tho distribution of seeds in 1803 amount- 


ed to 8,800 packages for each mem her of 
congress, at a Total cost of SliO.olS; in 
1894 each congressman gut 16,000 pack- 
ages, the entire cost, to the government bo- 
ing 637,000; in 189!> tho number of pack- 
ages of seeds distributed was the same as 
lu tho previous year, but tho total cost 
wae reduced to $47,000. In 1S90 congress- 
men got l.",000 packages each, and the 
government paid $80,300 for the whole lot. 
During tho past spring each member 01 
congress has received 40,000 packages 01 
seeds, for which tlio government has paid 
1130,000.—Washington Star.
